THE PROCESSION. 

Tho procession, on Monday evening lust, 
in honor ol the victory oblnincd in this State 
at the late election, ol the triends of a gold nnd 
silver currency tor ordinary purposes, und u 
sound paper circulation lor more extended 
transact ions, over the advocates of an expand¬ 
ed paper circulation, was tlio most brilliant 
lisplay ol thu Democracy ol our city that has 
evor been cxhitulud. It wus preceded by a 
bout, rigged schooner fashion, with u broad 
pendant at the forctop gallantmast head, hear¬ 
ing the names of (he members ol Congress 
elect, Howard und McEmi, at (he top ol (he 
inammast unolher hearing the words, America 
Commerce and Freedom, and (tie American 
ensign al Iho peak. It was manned with 
jolly set of tars, and drawn by lour horses. 
In it were sealed Messrs llowuid ami McKmi, 
and as it proceeded, Ihe air resounded with tlio 
sound ol (lie houlswuin’s pipe and the loud 
huzza ol the mail on hoard, whenever they 
turned a corner or passed a house which was 
illuminated, of which there wero very many. 
Next followed Ihc first six wards in their regu 
lar order with their various hunners, lieu ring 
appropriate mottos, brilliantly illuminated. In 
tlio centre moved the naturalized Germans 
with their banners, bearing appropriate mot 
tog, which were executed in a very superior 
anil beautiful style, and presented o most 
rilliant and beautiful spectacle.

■non liillcn acted as Chicl Marshal on Ihc 
occasion, aided by foul' assistants, cm horsy 
hack, nnd tho ditt'cronl wards and (lie German 
citizens each had their separate marshals. 

A short but enlhusinslicaddress was deliver¬ 
ed hv Mr. Preston, in his most happy 
strain, followed by Mr. Moore, both which 
addresses were greeted with loud plaudits; al¬ 
ter which the company dispersed without n 
single incident having occurred to mar Ihe 
pleasure of (ho occasion, and all highly gra¬ 
tified with tho performance.

broadly and plainly debited, and that those 
who aie not « ilh us may appear against us;
